Montreal, April 16.—McGill univer- 
sity was visited by the second disas- 
trous fire within two weeks to-day 
when the main part of the medical 
buildings was utterly destroyed and 
two wings badly damaged.

NEW BOARD OF TRADE OFFICES. 


The board of trade has secured new
